The first fourteen months of this period was under the manage- 
ment of my worthy predecessor, Dr. W. R. Tipton. My term of 
office began March 1st, last. 

The general health of the inmates has been highly satisfactory. 
As usual, but little acute sickness has occurred. This can only be 
accounted for, by the extreme care given to the discipline and the 
food, and the general hygenic precautions observed. 

Since the last report, Annex No. 2, a two-story brick building 
containing quarters for sixty patients, has been completed and occu- 
pied. 
To eomply with the provision of an Act passed at the last ses- 
sion of the Legislature, requiring the Medical Superintendent to 
reside at the asylum, a handsome ten-room brick residence is now 
being constructed. i 

A reservoir having a capacity of 500,000 gallons lias been built 
and is now in operation. “This is fed from a drilled well furnishing 
an abundance of pure water. 
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The reservoir is located at an elevation of 120 feet, providing 
adequate pressure for fire purposes. 

This location is included in a purchase of 165 acres of land. 
Though the most of it is suitable only for pasturage, it contains an 
abundance of building stone, and a small portion can be utilized 
for fruit trees. 

A more recent addition comprises a tract of 20 acres, all of which 
is tillable. 

About 9 acres of this land is under diteh, and, at a small expense, 
at least three acres more can be watered. 'The former will be used 
for farm or garden, the latter, for an orchard. 

The balance, so elevated that it cannot be irrigated, will be 
utilized for dry farming. 

The farm, garden and orchard products, while increasing an- 
nually, are all consumed in the institution. With the natural in- 
crease in the number of patients each year, more land will be 
needed. “Your foresight, therefore, in making these additions, is 
commendable. 

The wards have been brightened with white curtains, new furni- 
ture has been added, papers and periodicals subscribed for, and 
every effort made to increase the comfort of the patients, and to 
make their surroundings more attractive and homelike. 

I take this opportunity of thanking the press of the Territory for 
their liberal donation of English and Spanish papers. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


Although the present needs of the Institution do not demand 
it, we will soon require more room, and I would urge the early 
construction of another ward for the exclusive use of women pa- 
tients. 'This can be so located so as to provide a complete separa- 
tion of the two sexes, a: much desired provision. 

This in turn will require more dining room space. 

The old boilers, already overtaxed, are no longer safe, and will 
soon be condemned. 

A new power house, and a heating plans is indispensable if more 
buildings are to be constructed. 

The well barely furnishes sufficient water for our present needs. 

With a larger plant, another well, or the sinking deeper of the 
present one, will be a necessity. 

As has been demonstrated with our water works system, a great 
saving to the Territory could be effected by the installing of an 
electric light plant. 


- 
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Although we have never felt the need of an isolated ward, the 
presence of contag.ous disease would seriously embarrass us, with 
our present buildings, on aecount of the difficulty of isolation. Such 
a ward should be provided. 

The bond issue of $105,000, authorized by the last legislature, 
will provide for these improvements, but as yet, Congress has failed 
to legalize the act. 

These additions should commence at an early date, or the Insti- 
tution will soon suffer seriously from overcrowding, and many cases 
of acute insanity will be compelled to remain in jails, thus losing 
the only chance they have of recovery, eventually becoming a per- 
manent charge on the Territory.
